EnlUied Men Fn«t lx»lng Their Skill 
•i Handling; the Ours—Tne Steam 


Launch t* Re»ponoible. 


Naval officers deplore the lack of in- 


terest among' enlisted men ot the Be**- 
ice in the old-time boat races which 
were a picturesque feature of sea lift 
in port. The art of rowing is rapiillj 
becoming- a lost one, and it is with diffi- 
culty any of our ships of war now pro- 
duce a crew which can row with th« 
"scrub" crew of any foreign vessel. 


Our men dislike to pull a boat, and 


got out of the irksome task whenevel 
they can. Little of it is done in thes« 
days, even at drills. Steam launehe* 
are used nlmost entirely in going1 be 
twecn ships and the shore. When land' 
ing parties are to be conveyed the steam 
launches are also utilized, and there aw 
some 300 of these boats in the service 
The result is that enlisted men of tbt 
natfy know Jesa and lest each year about 
rowing; few of them pull an oar as did 
tho old sailor, and one of the best ptis 
times of the man before the mast hat 
passed with the extension of steam. 


The older officers eay there Is a notice- 


able failure in other qualities which dis- 
tinguished the Bailor man, who knevi 
about masts and ropes and the manage- 
ment of canvas. The modern sailor is 
emch only in name; he is in reality a 
"blue jacket," whose work is made 
lighter by mechanism and who lives in 
an age of electricity and steam.

These 
relics represent objects of every con- 
ceivable kind, and range from a suit 
of clothing to an entire collection of a 
Porto Bican band instruments made 
of native wood. Many of these relioe 
have been placed on exhibition and 
some interesting exhibits have been 
relegated to the garret to make room 
for tbe new arrh als.

space, tmd if the collection of Spanish 
relics is added to they will be placed 
in the basemeftt and the boxes contain- 
ing them will not be opened.

zcns continue sending arms and equip- 
ment to the museum, and with the 
number now on hand Jt would be pos- 
sible to equip a regiment at & moment's 
notice, but it would be n grotesque body 
of fighting men, as the arm* represent 
periods from the reformation to tie 
present timjj,..

Ordinance Passed Last 


Night by the Council. 


MAYOR WARNS THE ALDERMEN 


About Spending Too Much Money- 


Caucus Was Held in Regard to 


City Engineer Before the 


Meeting Began. 


The most important, matters to come 


before the city council last evening 
were the ordinances for new sidewalks 
iu the city. One ordinance provided 
for the construction of concrete walks 
in the First and Second wards and an- 
other provided for brick walks in 
different parts of the city. 
Mayor 


Stadler warned the aldermen. 
He 


said that he thought they had arranged 
for enough walks to take nearly all 
the money the city had and that if 
they kept on spending in this way the 
city would be without funds in a 
mouth or so and the people would be 
kicking for the rest of the year. On 
several other occasions last night the 
mayor warned the aldermen about 
spending so much money. 


Before the council meeting began 


last night there was a caucus of the 
aldermen and an effort was made by 
the mayor to learn how the council 
stood iu regard to a choice for city 
engineer. The council was in favor 
of Loring and it is understood that he 
will bold over. 


BRICK WALKS. 


The ordinance passed by the council 


provided for brick walks on tne fol- 
lowing streets: 


Second Ward—North side of Eldo- 


rado from Pino to Fairview;west side 
of Pine from North street south to 
William street. 


Fourth War J—On the oast side of 


Oolfax from Oglesby to Sheridan ; on 
the north side of Decatur from Illinois 
Central railway to Water street; on 
the east side of Franklin from Jeffer- 
son to Decatur; on the south side of 
Sheridan from Franklin to Jackson; 
on the north side of Decatnr from 
Franklin to Illinois Central railroad; 
west side of Poake from Clay to 
Cantrell. 


Third Ward—West side of Ilaworth 


from Wood to Maoon; south side of 
Wood from Oakland to Wabash rail- 
way ; north side of Wood from Onk- 


land to Wnbash railway, east side of 
Qrea from Macou to Decatnr ;|west 
side of Ewing avenue from Decntur to 
Forest avenue; both sides of Decatur 
from Union to Spring avenue; south 
side of Decatnr from South Union to 
Spring avenue; east side of South 
Main from Decatnr to Mafflt's ice 
house; oast side of College from Wood 
to Macon; west side uf Powers avenue 
from Decatur to Forest avenue.

First Ward—West side of Morgan 


from curb line on Cerro Gordo south 
to connect with concrete walk; on 
west side of Water from curb line on 
Cerro Gordo north to connect with 
concrete walk; on the north side of 
North Park street from curb line on 
State street, east to connect with 
concrete walk; all of towe -walks to 
be 10 feet wide. 


Second Ward—Eight foot walk on 


north side of Prairie from Main to 
Chnrch street. Six foot walk on both 
sides of West Main from Edward street 
to Lincoln square. 


PETITIONS.

in a petition that there was an 
irregularity in the assessment of a lot 
in Weasels' addition and asked that 
the matter be looked into. Referred 
to comptroller and engineer.

WHEN CATS 3HTERE RARE. 


Enormon* X^lue* Imposed by *Wel*h 


Statute* on Pernona Who 


Stole Them. 


In the middle ages cats were very 


rare. Kvcn with the ladies little dogs 
were the familiar household pets, and 
cats were regarded as almost a royal 
possession. In Wales aa early as the 
tenth century cats were protected by 
the government and their value fixed 
by law. Before a kitten could open its 
eyes it was worth a penny; afterward 
it was worth iwo, and when it had 
caught a mouse its value rose to four 
pennies. These may seem small prices 
now, 
but they meant a good deal then. 


Jioth cats and pennies are within reach 
of anyone, and the simplest little home 
may have as guard the cat that "once 
upon a time" kept watch in the king's 
granaries. 


In Wales the prince had his store- 


houses thus protected, and the follow- 
ing story will show you how the thief 
of a cot was regarded: Oneday asmall 
black kitten was missing. It was not 
very big, but it had caught a mouse, and 
search was made at once. It was found 
in a peasant's hut, and his daughter 
confessed that she had stolen it from 
the granary. The child declared that 
the kitten w»s frightened by the 
prince's two great wolfhounds, and had 
taken refuge with her, and she had not 
had the heart to-give it up.

How the Dramatic "Third Decree' 


I* Worked on 
Murderer* 


In Friince.

A law that has recently come into 


operation gives prisoners the right of 
communicating with counsel within £4 
hours after their arrest. One of the 
immediate consequences of this meas- 
ure may be to put a stop to 
those 


"confrontations" at the morgue which 
are so dramatic a feature of French 
criminal procedure. With a view to 
bringing a murderer to confess, he is 
taken to the morgue, and there brought 
face to face with the body of his vic- 
tim. Kvery artifice is used to make the 
confrontation as impressive as possible 
as it is hoped that the terrible sight 
he is compelled to gaze on will so trou 
ble the murderer that he will lose com- 
mand over himself and make a clean 
breast of his crime in his agitation 


en he enters the room he can see 


nothing, as the stone bench on which 
the body is exposed is concealed by a 
curtain. The examining magistrate 
presses him with questions, and then, 
at what he considers the opportune 
moment, gives the signal for the cur- 
:ain to be pulled back. 


The murderers who have stood this 


ordeal without flinfching are compara- 
:ivcly few. The majority of them ex- 
libit the utmo9t*terror and implore to 
jc taken out of sight of the corpse. 
There is a chair in the room where 
the confrontations take place, in which 
:he majority of the most notorious 
uurdercrs of the last 30 years bav e been 
seated. Their names are inscribed on 
ts back, one of the first being Tropp- 
m'ann, who, just before the Franco-Ger- 
man war, butchered an entire family. 
French criminal counsel have found 
hat these confrontations almost al- 
vays result in the confusion of their 
clients, have looked into the matter, 
and believe they have discovered that 
he examining magistrate has no legal 
right to subject a prisoner to this or- 
deal. For the future they are going 
to advise their clients to refuse to«l- 
low themselves to be taken to the 
morgue, and it seems that it is a moot 
point whether the authorities will bt 
able to convey them thither by force.— 
Paris Cor. London Standard.
